James Ross McCoy was fatally injur- 


ed by the cars at Pitisburg on Thurs- 
day of last week while acting as brake- 
man on the Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
railroad. He was taken to the West 
Penn hospital and his wounds attended 
to, but medical skill was unavailing 
and he died nine hours after the acci- 
dent happened. 
The remains were 


brought to Bedford and interred in the 
cemetery at this place Sunday after- 
noon. The funeral services, conducted 
by Rev. I. W. Hendricks, pastor of the 
Reformed church, were held at the 
home of decedent. Ross McCoy was a 
son of O. G. and Levanda McCoy and 
was born November 20, 1S7S, at Cen- 
treville. In the fall of 1831 his parents 
came to Bedford. Here Mr. McCoy at- 
tended the public schools. Some years 
ago the family moved to Cumberland 
and later, in 1895, to Elkins, W. Va., 
where decedent worked for some time 
in the freight office of the West A'ir- 
ginia Central Railroad company. On 
May 6, 1893, he joined Company I, First 
West Virginia infantry volunteers, and 
was honorably discharged February 4, 
Is99, at Columbus, Ga. While in camp 
at Kaoxville, Tenn., he was ill two 
months with typhoid fever. After his 
regiment was mustered out Mr. McCoy 
was in the employ of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad 
company for eight 


weeks. He was making his first "run" 
on the Pittsburg and Lake Erie when 
he met his death. He is survived by 
his father and mother and a brother. 
Dr. Walter McCoy, resident physician 
of the city hospital, Newark, N. J 
Ross McCoy was a dutiful, devoted son, 
a patriotic citizen and a loyal friend

A FATAL FLASH, 


Miss Maggie L 
Yont Killed By Light- 
ning 


RAJSSBUP.G, August 22.—An electric 


storm passed over this section of the 
county yesterday afternoon about 2 
o'clock. But little rain fell. The sun 
was shining in most parts of the valley, 
but the lightning was terrific. 
It 


struck the house of William H. James, 
three miles north of this place, and 
killed Miss Maggie L. Tout, who was 
working for Mrs. James. The 'wuse 
and outbuildings were hurne 
and 


many ol their contents consumed—all 
of the meat, everything in the callar 
and on the attic and most of what 
was on the second floor. 


Miss Yont was at the east side of the 


house, under a wire clothes line, wash- 
ing a churn. One end of the clothes 
line was fastened to a pear tree. 
It 


appears that the lightning struck the 
house somewhere about the east gable; 
it also at the same time struck the pear 
tree. 
The stroke shattered the tree 


and sped along the wire to a post, 
which it splintered. 
Miss Yont was 


killed instantly. 
There were no marks 


on her bDdy, but her hair on one side 
of her head and \n eyebrow were sing- 
ed. Mr. James and John Perdew were 
in the yard. The latter was near Miss 
Yont. His team was at the gate and 
one of the horses was felled to the 
ground by the stroke. 


By reason of the excitement eEiused 


by the death of Miss Yont the fire 
which the lightning had started in the 
house was not discovered until the two 
sons of Mr. James, who were plowing 
in a field some distance away, noticed 
the smoke. They probably p'owed a 
round and a half after they heard the 
report whicl followed the flash before 
they saw the smoke. 


Mrs. 
Josiah Ott and her sons kindly 


opened their doors and ma.de room in 
their house and at their table for Mr. 
James and his family. The body of 
Vliss Yont was taken to the residence 
of Grant Diehl, from which it was re- 
moved to the home of her parents, Mr 
and Mrs. Jacob Yont, of Bedford town- 
ship. The funeral services were held 
on Wednesday morning at ten o'clock 
in the Pleasant Hill Reformed church, 
of which decedent was a member. 
Owing to the absence of the pastor, 
Rev. 
I. W. Heudrieks, pastor of the 


Reformed church of Bedford, officiated. 
.Miss Yont is survived by her father 
and mother and one sister, Miss Annie 
Yont. Decedent was nearly nineteen 
years old. She was an excellent yming 
woman and her many friends sincerely 
regret her untimely death. 


Mr. James' property was insured for 


S300. The loss is about SI,300.

islands, of the far-away East Indiest 
30 miles long and 10 miles wide (at the 
broadest place) is Jolo island (pro- 
nounced "Holo" and meaning "Sulu'') 
ind in a notch in the northwestern 
side of this island is in many respects, 
the most unique and beautiful little 
town in the world—ao, there is not 
another like it on the face of this big 
earth—and it is the town of Jolo, or 
"Helo," as -the boys have very appro- 
priately named it. And here I am, 
and might as well be in the moon, so 
far as any communication with the 
outside world is concerned. 


Tue town is squaie, covers about 


ten acres, has a wall uround it, is sur- 
rounded on three sides by the sea and 
is as level as a mill pond. The town 
is old—every thing is old in this coun- 
try but civilization—but well laid out 
with wide, straight .streets; a row of 
tropical trees on each side, fourbeauti- 
lul little parks, or pleasu re gardens, 
full of fine, fragrant flowers, gravel 
walks and inviting benches. The 
houses aie all two stories high, after 
the Spanish pattern, with plenty Of 
verandas for ease and pleasure. 
The 


-streets are of sand and gravel and 
as clean as a well kept door-yard, 
since there is not a pony, dog, cow or 
pig iu the towu and all the inhabit- 
ants go barefooted except our "boys 


blue." There is not a wagon or 


vehicle of any kind, either in the town 
or on the island, except one lone bi- 
cycle, which set all the people crazy 
when they first saw it, and a wagon 
would be a luxury outside the town, 
since 1 am informed there is not a 
road on the island 
The people in the 


town are all "Cheenos," or Chinamen— 
and all merchants, who have their 
stores on the first floor and live on the 
second. The town has about 800 in- 
habitants and there is not a woman in 
it, except the wives of these"Cheenos," 
and they are Moro women, whom they 
bought from the natives on the island 
at from S25 to 850 "Mex''—half the 
amount in our coin. As women they 
do not count at all, as the "Cheenos,'1 


keep 
them penned upstairs 
in the 


hou.'<:sall the time in "true Chinese 
fashion." 


Now if you can imagine the finest 


looking little town in the world, with 
800 "Cheenos" (men, women and chil- 
dren) and 700 American soldiers in it 
and "not a woman in town," you have 
the situation. A fair amount of grub 
(such as it is) but no fire wood and 
veiy few stores and more rum of all 
kinds than yon can "shake a stick at.'> 
All the merchandise comes from Singa- 
pore and as that and this are both 
free ports every thing is quite cheap 
in price, and yet all the bright, new 
gold (and this is the kind "Sam'' pays 
us) in the world would not buy love or 
we 


Think of us sweltering here in the 


tropics, the land of earthquakes, cy- 
clones and typhoons, with the mercury 
trying to climb out of the top of the 
tube night and day among a lot of peo- 
ple who do not know what ice is. 


I am attached to the 23d Infantry 


and we all came down from Manila on 
the 20th of last month to take posses- 
sion of this place and relieve the G9th 
Spanish regiment, who were glad to 
get away. We came doxvn from Ma- 
nila (500 miles north) on a big Spanish 
vessel and had a fine time drinking 
Spanish wine at every meal and look- 
ing at the beautiful islands, etc, but 
never knew where we were going till 
we landed. Nor did the Spaniards 
know we were coming. But we bad a 
jolly time together and "painted the 
town red" till the liOth left—two flays 
after we arrived—on the same ship 
Many of them had been here five years 
and you can know about how glad they 
were to get away. So here we are,and 
that is all we know about it,and worse 
still, all baggage was left behind at 
Manila 
We have the town Inside the 


wall and the sultan and his 100 or more 
wives and his 10,000 soldiers, armed 
\\ith Remington rifles, spears and 
knives a mile long, liave all the island 
uuisu/e. We only have two battalions of 
the 2a-d (we number 755 men) and are 
obliged to keep the town and wall 
posted with sentinels all the time and 
may have a fight at any moment, as 


shot down all around us. Bob, I have 
had all the war I want and have seen 
murdering enough to last me a life- 
time. Write me. Good bye !

P. S.—I wrote last night till! heard 


the sentinel call out "Twelve o'clock, 
and all is well,'1 and then turned in, as 
I was pretty well jaded yesterday with 
the work and heat. My health is Erst 
class and has been ever since I have 
been in the service and I weigh more 
now than I ever did, and am still not 
a "fat man," by any means. Our rainy 
season is on now and it rains from one 
to three times every day and then the 
sun comes out and we have "another 
beautiful rainbow." Our sunsets are 
the finest I have ever seen, and we 
have 'em every evening. The famous 
sunsets on the Mediterranean and Red 
seas are not in it with ours, and the 
sky turns more colors than you ever 
saw on canvas 
It is a grand sight 


It is said that there is plenty of wild 
game on the island, such as deer, wild 
hogs, etc , but as we do not get outside 
the wall it does us no good. We have 
plenty of fine fishing, however, and all 
kinds of crabs. 
The water is perfectly 


clear and we can see thousands of fish 
of all kinds at any time we desire. 
Fruit is also very plentiful—pineapples, 
bananas, cocoanuts, etc., etc. 
Like 


most towns in this latitude, we have 
plenty of crows that act as general scav- 
engers and the island is full of mon- 
keys. They are quite smart and cun- 
ning, but great little scamps to steal. 
If you have not seen or read it get 
"Yesterday in the Philippines" and 
yoii will get a fair idea of this country.

Accu rate reports 
state that several thousand human 
lives were lost, hundreds of thousands 
of once happy homes were destroyed, 
crops were everywhere utterly ruined 
and many thousands of human beings 
are literally starving for want of food. 
Hungry, houseless, with scarcely any 
clothing left to cover their nakedness, 
the unfortunate survivors are,we learn 
by telegraphic advices, threatened 
with 
the additional horrors of a 


plague. Crowds of women, old men 
and helpless little ones are encounter- 
ed on every hand piteously begging 
for food and shelter. 


Over ninety per cent, of the houses 


have been demolished and in many 
places the furious onse* of the sea has 
swept away almost every veslige of 
the flourishing little towns and vil- 
lages. At Adjuntas, Guayaroas, Zabu- 
eoa, Mayaguez, Maunabo, Arroyo and 
other localities the loss of life has 
been appalling and the cries for help 
are pitiful and heart-rending-. In one 
district alone, Utuado, over two thous- 
and persons perished, and, as in other 
soathern towns, those who have escap- 
ed with their lives are in want

arrangements.marked out. The chair- 
men of the committees are now in ses- 
sion in thid city and it is safe to pre- 
dict that the Dewey celebration will 
probably be the greatest popular dem- 
onstration ever accorded to an Ameri- 
can naval officer. 
A monster parade, 


in which all the organized bodies and 
societies of the District of Columbia, 
military, civic and fraternal, are to 
participate, is one of the features. 
Dewey Night will find the capital in 
one gigantic ilood of illumination and 
fireworks. 


Senators and representatives 
who 


have drifted into Washington recently 
anticipate a lively session of congress. 
AH the talk of an extra session seems 
to have died away. The administra- 
tion hopes to end the war in the 
Philippines before December 1, but the 
chances are very much that the war 
will not be ended by that time and 
that President McKinley will undoubt- 
edly have to confront critU'is^!> cf ihe 
gravest nature, even from within his 
own party. The recent outspoken in- 
terview of Senator Burrows, who thor- 
oughly deprecates the war, is but the 
first of many similar utterances which 
will be heard upon tlie fioor of con- 
gress. 


The return of Mr. Croker, of New 


York, from England, and his change 
of front from opposition to Bryan to 
that of a strong adherent, is a most 
noteworthy event. 
When it is consid- 


ered that Mr. Croker practically con- 
trols New York state and will control 
the New York delegation at the next 
national Democratic convention, his 
support of Bryan practically makes his 
nomination certain. 
Before Croker 


went to Europe he expressed himself 
against Bryan's attitude concerning 
the Philippines,and was an out-and-out 
expansionist. He returns to this coun- 
try converted to Bryan's 
sentiments 


and is now urging the Democrats of 
his state to adopt anti-expansion reso- 
lutions in every state and county con- 
vention to be held in the future. Mr. 
Croker has seen the light, and it is for- 
tunate for the success of the party and 
for the interests of Mr. Bryan that he 
has seen it this early in the campaign. 


According to high Republican au- 


thority, Alger never was a real candi- 
date for the senate and his announce- 
ment to that effect was made after a 
foil understanding with Mr. MeKiuley, 
solely for the purpose of preparing a 
reason for his resignation from the 
cabinet. This may or may not be true, 
but the announcement several days 
ago by Mr. Alger, that he was entirely 
out of polities, seems to bear out the 
story. There has been so much Re- 
publican trickery in Washington that 
one is never surprised to discover 
something new in that line. 
The 


Hanna-MeKinley crowd seem to prefer 
doing even the most simple things in a 
mysterious way. 
According to the 


above mentioned Republican authority, 
"The real truth is, probably, that the 
change finally in the war department 
was compelled, not so much by the 
bitter opposition to General Alger 
personally as to iie necessity confront- 
ing the administration of infusing 
new vigor into the war in the Philip- 
pines, which was languishing beyond 
the period set for its successful con- 
elusion." 


Secretary Root has had no time to 


consider any matter of importance 
since he assumed charge of the war 
department, except the preparations 
for moving the army now under orders 
for the Philippines. His purpose is to 
have these re-enforcements on the way 
by September 1 and to keep every 
transport employed until all of the 
regiments have been landed. When 
the work of transportation is com- 
pleted and the re-enforcements have 
arrived at Manila there will be ample 
time, it is said, to give thought to the 
selection of a commander at the front. 
Mr. Root has been said to show a 
preference for General Merritt, should 
Otis be removed from charge of the 
field movements. The strongest, advo 
cate General Otis has is his personal 
friend, General Corbin, who has great 
confidence in the present commander 
of our forces in 
the Philippines. 


Though Otis was a creature of Alger,

then note the position of the windows 
and the possible means of escape from 
them, to other buildings. Also find 
the way to the roof. The doors of a 
house should be closed on retiring, as 
they will cut off the spread of the 
flames in case of fire. If it breaks out 
the doors should be shut immediately 
Windows should be opened at the top 
and if one is obliged to be in 
th> 


smcke, wet a towel, stuff it in the 
mouth and breathe through it. This 
keeps the smoke from the hmgs. I 
one is cut off and the room is full of 
smoke, crawl along the wall 1o tht 
window, always keeping close to the 
floor. 


Fire always goes to the top of large 


buildings, and for this reason it is bet 
ter not to go to the roof, unless as a 
last resort 
Firemen urge persons no 


to jump, even if the blaze is scorching 
—in case the firemen have begun to 
scale the building. If it is necessary 
to go through the flames never do so 
without first gauging the distance and 
covering the head with »_ blanket, or 
some heavy cloth. Hundreds of people 
lose their lives because they first lose 
their heads. Above all things, keep 
cool.—Detroit Free Press 


In addressing the meeting of the

others. 


Blanch enough choice almonds t 


make four onnces of meats; put in 
mortar and pound, adding occasional 
ly a few drops of rose water, and after 
ward one-fourth of a cupful each o 
powdered sugar and cream, and worl 
to a smooth paste. Bring one quart o 
cream to the scalding-point in a dou 
ble boiler. Beat the yolks of thre 
eggs until creamy, add one cupful o 
sugar and beat until light; add th 
stiffly-beaten whites of the eggs; then 
by degrees, the scalding hot cream 
Return to the fire and cook fifteen 
minutes, stirring constantly; take from 
the fire, strain, and when cold flavo 
with one teaspoonful of rose, and one 
half teaspoonful of almond extract 
and freeze. When well chilled, stir i 
the almond paste and finish freezing 
Let stand three hours to ripen.—Dem 
west's Maytislne for September.

The Eyen of Ihe Worlii Are Turned Toward 


the Dark Continent -Cjiptttiu Boycott— 


A Terrible Fall. 


Special correspondence of Ti7E GAZETTE. 


SKW YORK, August^.—As Isat look- 


ing over the columns of one of our 
great dailies the other morning the 
entire front page was one dread calen- 
dar of murder, robbery, suicides, acci- 
dents by sea and land, dreadful rail- 
road disasters, war everywhere, peace 
nowhere, till it seemed as if we were 
now realizing the terrible prophecy of 
the Apocalypse, "when the dread arch- 
angel, with one foot on the sea and 
the other on the land, shall proclaim 
to the assembled nations of the earth 
that time shall be no more." 


A hundred years have passed since a 


little band of Dutchmen, jealous oJ 
their civil and religious liberty, cut 
loose from the loves and associations 
of a life and, in search of that freedom 
which their own country denied them, 
sought a home on the burning and in- 
hospitable shores of Africa', which a 
later civilization christened the Dark 
Continent, and which the imperfect 
maps of those days marked ''Terra In- 
cognito." Africa was great in learn- 
ing and mighty in arms, the seat of a 
perfect and well organized nationality, 
with a code of laws which the nations 
of after years could only copy, buthave 
never been able to improve, when 
Greece was a pasture land for flocks 
and herds and Eome was still without 
a name. Those silent witnesses along 
the Nile's turbid banks reveal in part 
the history of the teeming millions 
that have left behind them the tremen- 
dous ruins of Memphis, Thebes and 
Karnak. What strange fate or terrific 
judgment was it that destroyed those 
busy millions and mingled their ashes 
with the desert's burning sands? 


A hundred years ago we knew less of 


the interior of Africa than we now 
know of the land around the Arctic 
circle. 


To-day the eyes of the whole world 


are turned toward the Dark Continent 
and the greatest nations of the earth 
are casting lots for its dismembered do- 
main and while I write England is 
marshaling a great army which will 
call to account the Boers of the Tians- 
vaal, who find shelter under tbe flap 
of the Orange Free State. Their first 
settlement was not far from the sea 
coast, but not many years had passed 
when they found unwelcome neighbors 
pressing upon them, which, if tolerat- 
ed, would defeat the sacrifice they had 
made of home and friends, and the 
hard alternative of quitting the conn- 
try or beating the intruders back, or 
giving up that for which they had 
fought and bled, the promise secured 
by their federal compact of "Life, lib- 
erty and »!:c pursuit of happiness." 
What the world calls its higher civili- 
zation they looked upon with abhor- 
rence, fasting and prayer led straight 
up to tbe throne of grace, while the 
pain and suft'tring and disappoint- 
ments on earth were merely the prepa- 
rations necessary for glorious and 
never ending salvation iu the world to 
come. 


There was a wonderful resemblance 


in the three great reformers that made 
the Reformation enduring and strong. 
The system was a stern militarism, 
harsh, hard and drastic, that admitted 
no question, that brooked no contra- 
diction, and it was this almost savage 
asceticism that enabled them to stand 
%vithout flinching. 
Calvin at Geneva, 


where the spirit of the gentle Servitus, 
transfigured amid tbe smoke of the 
unholy sacrifice, ascended to heaven 
and to God. 


Sydney on Tower Hill and John Iluss 


amid the red flames of his funeral pyre 
on the market place of Constance were 
an indignant protest against the bar- 
barous and bloody arbitrament as that 
which disgraced the city of Cleveland 
for two or three weeks past. I would 
not mention this here but for a well 
founded rumor which explains what 
Sir. Parsons meant when he said that 
the next fight would not be for 
twenty or twenty-five rounds. 
It 


was to be the '-great fight of my life 
—a fight to a finish, where the party 
knocked out will never come to time 
again." 


Several of our great business houses

month he called for the rent;

ternoon he called the high sheriff to 
his aid and, assisted by a posse com 
itatus, he leveled the mud cabin to the 
ground. The grand battle took place 
the day before my arrival in Ireland 
party feeling raging pretty high, am 
thus the boycott began which became 
so famous throughout the world. Al 
of Captain Boycott's servants 
were

the tradesmen for miles around wen 
forbidden to furnish him anything 
under the penalty of being boycotted 
themselves, and on the refusal to ob 
serve the boyeotters' 
warning th< 


second time the penalty was death 
Then the boyeotters took an inning 
and several houses were burned, shee' 
killed, cattle poisoned and many othe 
things done to make Captain Boycot 
feel very uncomfortab'e. The battl 
raged for several months till the boy 
obters were thinned out—some wer 
killed, others were transported, till a 
last there was nobody left to fight, ani 
as a fitting conclusion to this interest 
ing story, the man whose name ha 
bean linked with one of the most infa 
mous forms of crime in the history o 
the world, when last heard from, sti 
lives and is also a caretaker of the sam 
LState, and neighbors, from Dingl 
Biy to this Hill of Howth, siy ther 
is not in Ireland a more popular ma 
than Captain Boycott. 


Grand Master Parsons' fight to 


finish included the boycott, but th 
tactics that served to point a mora 
and adorn a tale in Cleveland foun 
no place whereon to rest its foot 
New York.

It is a frequent occurrence that ships 
re burned by spontaneous iii'es occur- 
ing in tlie coal bunkers. The fact is 
hat damp carbonaceous matters, as 
veil as oily stuft of the same kind, will 
ixidize so actively as to take tire. 
Secondary fermentation will uot pro- 
uce sufficient heat to cause combus- 
ion, so that it is a wise precaution to 
ave this tirst fermentation go on in 
he hay iu the lielJ, with the hay in 
ocks. The form of the cock is best 
tall and slender, for in this form tbe 
ock will shed heavy rains and yet 
cep dry, if the top is protected by a 
ommon hay cap. while a low. broad 
ne is impossible to keep dry even 
rom a few hours' rain. 
The drawing shows the right shape 


if a haycock and the manner of mak- 
ng it self shedding of the ruin with a 
ap one and a half yards square of 
ommou sliPL-tiug. 
If these shaped 


ocks are necessarily out in tiie weath- 
r, they will be safe against weeks of 
vet. if such'a misfortune should hap 
)en to a tanner, for the cap on the top 
vill turn the water there, and the 
ides, well raked down, will shod all 
he drip. Hay put up in these cocks 
vill cure perfectly, with no risk of 
arm. 
aud once this first fermentation 


s over there will be uo secondary one, 
or dampness afterward will be due to 
vater only anil uot to the sap of the 
grass, which is sufhciently carboua- 
cons to start the requisite fermcnta- 
ion for tlie production of heat. A sec- 
nclary wetting of the hay will cause 
uoid, but not any fermentation of tbe 
lay by which licat will be produced.

dig plants so early unless paid a fabu 
Ions price, it behooves planters to grovv 
a stock of their own by early spring 
planting upou very rich soil. The sec 
ontl lesson is, do uot plant iu surume 
unless you can find time to remove th 
mnlcli and clean the1 ground in earl; 
spring. This used to be the practice o 
.1. Knox of .Inctindn fame, who g 
strawberries which brought 50 cent 
per troart.

SPRAYING POTATOES. 


A. Pnyiuff Practice—TVlieji mid How 


to .V|i|ily tlie Mixture. 


No farmer can afford the loss of one- 
lire] of ills crop. Yet potato growers 
•ho do uot use bordeaux mixture of- 
cn lose more than Iliis, according to 


Vermont station, which in a recent 


tilletia gives the following practical 
dvice: 
It pays to spray potatoes if dono 
iglitly. Tlie practice of the Vermont 
xporlment station is to use parls green 
or the beetles during June. 
During 


nly anil August two or three applica- 
ous arc maile of borileaux-parls green 
lixture. This mixture consists of six 
ouuds copper sulphate, four pounds 
uie, half a potiud parls green aud a 
arrel (40 or 50 gallons) water. Slake 
lie lime and clilule with nbout half 
.10 water; dissolve tlie sulphate In tlie 
ther half; then pour this vitriol sohi- 
on into the lime water, meanwhile 
tirring thoroughly. 
Add the paris 


reeu. and tin- mixture is ready for use. 
Spraying of early potatoes is begun 
bout July 1 and of later potatoes 
bout the middle of July. 
A second 


pplication is made two or three weeks 
fter the first. 
A third application 


ollows two or three weeks after the 
econd if needed. 
Some years tills 


bird application does little good; other 
ears it saves the crop from late blight 
r rot. 
How shall the mixture be applied? 
'he object is to cover the upper sur- 
ace of the leaves with a thiu layer of 
he mixture. 
There is no danger to 


tie vines from using too much, and 
lost of them make the mistalce of ap- 
lying too little. In a small field the 
uixture may be put on with a sprin- 
ting can. 
For an acre or more a 


pray pump is desirable. 
There are 


lauy of these on the market. The 
implcst and therefore tlie best way to 
jegiu is to have a good strong pump 
mounted on a barrel which can be car- 
led through tlie Held in either a eom- 
100 one horse wagon or, better, ou a 
pecial two wheeled cart (wheels six 
eet apart, to straddle two rows, while 
he horse walks between them).

The greatest enemy of good roads is 


water. A road may easily be kept good 
if the water can be kept off. Hence, 
the first thing to consider in construct- 
ing a road is to build it so that the wa- 
ter will run oft. This is accomplished 
by bnilrling it high in the middle or 
"crowning" it aud giving the entire 
road surface a hard, smooth finish. 


Water always runs clown hill, nnd It 


will readily run off of any road if It 
be bnt given an opportunity to do so. 
The fault with too many'of our roarta 
is that the water cannot run off. Pass- 
ing wagons and horses' hoofs are per- 
mitted to wear them down until rnts 
are formed. These bold the water and 
allow it to sink into the ground, which 
becomes softened, so that continued 
travel 
makes 
matters 
worse and 


worse. 


The problem of building roads which 


will shed water has been solved by 
the road grader or road machine. The 
American farmer is quick to realize 
the value of machinery, aud the rapid 
growth in the use of the reaper, tho 
binder and the separator is an elo- 
quent tribute to tlie practical genius 
of American agriculture. The growth 
of the use of road graders lias been 
wonderful during the last few years 
and indicates that the farmer has dis- 
covered a practical solution of the 
problem how to build his local dirt 
roads. 


But something more is needed to 


make a thoroughly good road besides 
a road machine. To properly finish a 
dirt road made with the use of a 
grader it should be thoroughly rolled 
and hardened. It is not sufficient that 
It be crowned, but it should be made 
hard and smooth. The same thing Is 
true of gravel roads. This can be best 
accomplished with the use of rollers. 
Horse rollers weighing from five to 
eight tons are most frequently used 
for 
tbe purpose. 
AH loose stones 


should be removed from the road sur- 
face before rolling, as well as sods, 
turf, leaves, sticks or any other mat- 
ter that will tend to soften the road- 
bed. A road that is thoroughly and 
repeatedly rolled is well fitted to stand 
the wear of travel and can be made 
Into a perfect watershed. 


The use of machinery in building 


roads has been seriously handicapped 
by Its cost. 
It is frequently thought 


wrong that farmers should be obligeil 
to tax themselves for the purchase of 
road graders and road rollers In addi- 
tion to having to stand the regular 
road tax. There is much Justice in 
this position, for the average farmer 
pays his full share of taxes, and these 
should not be added to or increased 
without some very excellent reason. 
But the farmers of the United States 
are badly in want of good roads, and 
the clamor for their construction Is 
growing from year to year. Quite a 
number of towns have solved the road 
machinery problem by voting to pay 
their taxes in casli instead of working 
them out and using a part of this fund 
for tbe purchase of machines, which 
avoids the necessity of levying an ex- 
tra tax for the purpose. This plan has 
been adopted In New York and Wis- 
consin and probably elsewhere. The 
town clerk of West Chester, Westches- 
ter county, N. ^., says It has always 
been followed there. In the town of 
Walton, Delaware county, N. Y., the 
cash road tax was adopted in 1SS9. 
Some years later the taxpayers voted 
by a large majority against returning 
to'the old system of working out tbe 
tax. 
James Hill, chairman town of 


Baraboo, in Wisconsin, reports that iu 
1895 the town adopted the plan of pay- 
ing its road taxes in cash. 
He de- 


clares that "our people think we have 
accomplished more the past year under 
the cash system than we did in four 
years under the old labor system." 
Similar results are reported 
from 


many other towns in Wisconsin and 
New York. 


Eoad taxes may be collected in cash 


without hardship to the poorer farm- 
ers, who may desire to continue work- 
ing out their share of the taxes us 
heretofore. Only part of the tax would 
ever be required during auy one year 
to pay for machinery, and the re- 
mainder would bo employed to hire 
men and teams for operating the ma- 
chines. Thus the poorer taxpayers are 
given employment at good wages, and 
the town officers are in position to se- 
cure n dollar's worth of work for ev- 
ery dollar of tax, which has been Im- 
possible in many towns under the old 
system of working out taxes. 
Thir 


explains the growing popularity of the 
cash road tax and the fact that fev, 
towns have ever abandoned it after 
•iving It a fair trial. Experience has 
shown that more can be accomplished 
with $1 of road tax paid in cash than 
with $2 or even §3 of tax worked out 
on the highway. 
This has made it 


possible to make a large reduction In 
:he amount of the tax. 


This matter of paying road taxes In 


cash is something that should be left 
to the vote of the people in each town. 
It is essentially a subject for local 
home rule. 
The plan is being more 


;cnerally adopted, however, as its ad- 
vantages continue to become better 
known. It will probably result in the 
very general use of road graders, roll- 
ers and also of rock crushing plants 
and in that way help largely to solve 
the good roads problem. A number of 
states have recently adopted laws au- 
thorizing the town boards to purchase 
road machinery on time payments, 
amon? them being Michigan, New 
York. Arkansas and Wisconsin.

Modern Road Machinery Han Solved the 


Problem. 


Six inches is the width of the tire 


which will best serve the farmer for 
all round purposes. This is the result 
of a long series of accurate tests and 
experiments made at the Missouri ag- 
ricultural experiment station. The ex- 
periments extended over a period of 
20 months; in all kinds of weather and 
on all kinds of roads and farm lands. 


Director H. 0. Waters, who conduct- 


ed the experiment's, made it his pur- 
pose to arrive at the exact truth of 
the matter and had two wagons spe- 
cially arranged for the tests. They 
were of exactly tlie same weight, one 
being fitted with ordinary one-half 
Inch tires, the other with six inch tires. 
Each was loaded with exactly 2,000 
pounds. 


These wagons were hauled over all 


kinds of dirt and gravel roads, both 
wet and dry, and over various kinds of 
farm lands, the pull exerted by the 
horses being carefully measured by 
the help of a tractonieter. 
It was 


found that the tame power needed to 
draw the narrow tired wagon with Its 
2,000 pound load ou a gravel road 
would have pulled a load of 2.4S2 
pounds on the wide tired wagon. The 
same power required to draw the 2,000 
pound load ou narrow tires over dirt 
and gravel roads when these were dry 
and hard was found sufficient to draw 
a 2,530 pound load on the svide tired 
wagon under the same conditions, and 
It was shown that when these" roads 
were deep wiUi muJ, but partly dried 
at the surface by a few hours' sun, the 
same power required to draw the 2,000 
pound load over them on the narrow 
tires would 'pull a load of 3,200 pounds 
oil the wide tires. 


Director Waters states that the con- 


ditions under which the narrow tires 
ofl'er an adva.nt.ige over the wide ones 
are "unusual and of short duration" 
and that "through a majority of days 
in the year aud at times when the dirt 
roads are most used and when their 
use is most imperative the broad tired 
wagon will pull materially lighter than 
the narrow tired wagon." 


He states that "a large number of 


tests on meadows, pastures, stubble 
land, corn ground and plowed ground 
In every condition, from dry, hard and 
firm to very wet and soft, show with- 
out n single exception a large differ- 
ence In draft in favor of the broad 
tires. This difference ranged from 17 
to 120 per cent." As a result of all 
experiments conducted he says, "It ap- 
pears that six inches is the best width 
of tire for a combination farm and 
road wagon anil that both axles should 
be the same length, so that the front 
and hind wheels will run in the same 
track." 


Other experiments have shown that 


much less tower is required to haul 
a loaded wagon if It be provided with 
wide tires. 
One of these tests was 


made by the officers of the United 
States department of agriculture at 
the Atlanta exposition in 1S05. Two 
wagons, both weighing alike with their 
loads, were drawn over a wet piece of 
clay road, one wagon having two inch 
tires, the other with four inch tires 
and with the rear wheels farther apart 
than the front wheels, so as not to run 
in the same track. It was found by 
the use of the tractometcr that twice 
as'much pull was required to haul the 
two inch tired wagon as was required 
for the other. That part of the road 
traversed by the narrow tired wagoa 
was cut and rutted to a depth of sev- 
eral inches, while the tires of the oth- 
er wagon had rolled the road Into a 
smooth and hard surface. 


Experiments made at the agricultur- 


al experiment station in Utah have 
demonstrated that a 1% inch tired 
wagon drew about 40 per cent heavier 
than one with three inch tires and 
weighing with Its load the same as 
the other. At the Ohio State universi- 
ty It was shown that a wagon with 
three Inch tires and loaded with 4,480 
pounds could easily be hauled by two 
horses over an ordinary dirt road in 
good condition and with a hard sur- 
face, while with a narrow tire half as 
much was a full load for a double 
team. 


The general use of wide tires would 


do a great deal to maintain our roads 
in good condition. Narrow tires neces- 
sarily wear ruts and cut up the road 
surface. Water and narrow tires work 
together to destroy streets and roads 
01 all kinds, whether macadam, dirt or 
gravel. 


The value of wide tires as road roll- 


ers has been strikingly illustrated in 
Onondaga county, N. Y. The Solvay 
Process company of Geddes, iu that 
county, were accustomed to hauling 
heavy loads of stone for 4y2 miles from 
the quarry. TO test the wide tire theory 
they built several wagons having four 
inch tires on the front wheels and six 
inch tires on the rear wheels and with 
tbe rear axles longer than the others, 
so that the tracks of the rear wheels 
would just lap outside of those made 
by the others. The result of the use 
of these wagons was to produce a 
hard, smooth, compact surface, and 
the road, having been ailed so as to 
raise the middle or "crown" it, is thor- 
oughly drained at the surface and al- 
ways lit for use with the heaviest 
loads. 
Loads of eight tons are fre- 


quently hauled over them and instead 
of tending to cut up the road serve to 
roll it harder and harder." The super- 
intendent reports, too, that the im- 
proved condition of the road has re- 
duced the cost of hauling the stone 
from 80 cents per ton to <50 cents, or 
25 per cent.

From these, with some 
dditions and modifications, was de- 
eloped the portable scratching room 
louse, for which Mr. John W. Hill of 
jynn, Mass., has kiudly made us 
rawiugs and specifications. 
As will 


)e noted In the accompanying cut, this 
ouse is built on runnel's, aud, by 


bitching a horse to it and putting roll- 
rs under the runners, it can be easily 
noved about the farm. On level land 
nd with a pair of horses it could easi- 
y be moved from place to place with- 
ut the aid of rollers. 
One great advantage of such a bouse 


s that the fowls can have a run on 
resh ground every year aud the old 
uns can be plowed and planted, this 
otation of crops aud poultry proving 
like beneficial to the farmer, his 
rops and poultry. 
The portable scratching room house 
s a shed roofed house built on runners 
nd made with or without a tioor. A 
quare house 12 by 12 feet is the size 
ecommended, as it makes a conven- 
ent, 
roomy house aud is a good size to 


iuild. being economical of lumber. 
The house stands 7 feet li inches high 
rom the top of the runners in front

nc! 4 feet at the back. The runners 
houkl be made of 3 by S spruce, 16 
eet long, aud should be notched an 
ncli deep and 2 inches wide to receive 
lie sills, which should he 2 by 4.

lows are fitted with wire screens. A 
lalf window (b). as shown in the side 
elevation, will be found useful to so- 
iure a thorough airing of the house, 
which should be aired daily. This win- 
low is also provided with a wire 
screen. It should be at least 3 feet 3 
ncbcs from the back of the house in 
irder to allow plenty of room for'the 
ilidlng droppings board. 


As shown iu the lioor plan, a portion 


of the house is partitioned off for a 
roosting room. Tlie partitions are of 
matched spruce sheathed with "quilt." 
vitli a 4 Inch dead air space at the 
back and 2 Inch at the sides The front 
:an have a burlap curtain on frame, or 
he rnosting room cau be shut off sim- 
ply by banging curtains of old carpet 
or burlap. 
These curtains are only 


ised iu cold weather at nigbt, and 
when not iu use should be hooked up 
out of the way. 


The Side of i'revcntlou. 


Two causes or iliseaai- of poultry are 


dampness nud drafts. 
Treat all dis- 


eases In tlie abstract—by avoiding us 
far as is possible artificial conditions, 
teamnr. we arc told, spent much mon- 
>y in warming tlie poultry quarters 
and got not a single additional egg to 
:)iiy for it. Aud there was loss. 
The 


birds, soing from Hie warm house fo 
the outer air. were chilled, anil roup 
followed. Those kept in lost vitality, 
nnd digestive disorders followed. Poul- 
ry do not niiail the cold, not even the 
very, very cold weather, if their quar 
ters are dry and they are properly fed. 
Cold weather requires more food, but 
no more than the money expended for 
fuel would pay for.

BAD MANAGEMENT. 


Baltic Common Reason* Why 9om« 


EKS» Will Xul llntvh. 


Some of the poultry people- are show- 
ug bad management that will yield a 
TOP of disappointments later on. Peo- 
ple buy eggs every year that don't 
hatch well. 
I shall give some of the 


most common reasons nud try to show 
where bad management eomos in. If 
jeus are allowed to become fat. a large 
per cent of the esgs will not lie fertile. 


Feeding three1 times a day of t'at pro- 


ducing foods or failing to provide plen- 
ty of exorcise In the way of straw or 
leaves for scratching is bail manage- 
ment. 


Running an egg ranch for market is a 


different thiug. for in case the eggs 
are not fertile so much the better. The 
high pressure methods so ranch in 
vogue are very largely responsible for 
the poor hatches so often obtained. 


Another 
frequent 
cause of poor 


batches is allowing too many hens to 
one cockerel.' Rather than use over ten 
I would use only eight. 
I mate ten 


hens to one cockerel in Plymouth 
Rocks and 12 hens to one cockerel In 
Leghorns with excellent results by giv- 
ing the cockerel extra feed. 1 pick him 
up aud allow him to eat from the buck- 
et of feed while I am gnthi-riug and 
marking the eggs from different yards, 
he afterward eating with the hens 
wheu I feed them. 


If the cockerel is iicgleeli';! ami al- 


lowed to become reduced iu vitality, a 
large per cent of the chicks will not IIP 
able to get out of I lie shell, and many 
others after they gel out will not live- 
just die t'nim iacli of vilal energy. 
These are the ones that stand around 
and peep aud sleep till they die. 


The terrible doctrine of buredity Is 


demonstrated iu the feathered tribe as 
well as in the human family. 


Another prolific cause of bail hatches 


Is using immature pullets In the breed- 
Ing pen. Many an ambitious breeder. 
In order to Increase his business over 
last year ami fill all orders, makes the 
mistake of selling Ills early pullets aud 
using some in iiis own yards that are 
too young. 
W<> don't like 10 return 


checks ami drafts, but \ve do it every 
year. Before ever there is n sale made 
the birds for our own yards are select- 
ed, and we wouldn't bliip out auy of 
them for love or money, for what we 
need ourselves we cauuot afford to 
sell.—Poultry Topics. 


The UnnlncMH E»rt. 


If any breeder lias been able to build 


up a family of grades or pure- bloods 
which have given each 15 dozen eggs 
the past year, there is no question but 
he eau sell all his eggs for h.-Uchlng at 
a fair price. The day is not far distant 
when the poultry breeder will base 
merit on yearly production |ier head, 
and it will bring returns. 
When the 


day comes ami a breeder can guaran- 
tee that every lien kept has produced 
ISO eggs In 3(!."i days anO lliat the male 
used for breeding was from equally as 
good laying stock, the cjrgs will sell be 
the liens rcil. while or blue. That this 
production is to come from the pure 
bred families only demonstrates the 
fact that breeders art- alive to the util- 
ity side of the <]nes!ion. it is possible 
to combine line feathers and line birds, 
but the point we would make Is th.it 
the fancy markings so necessary for 
the preservation of tbe breed will be 
placed second to production, just as it 
is today with lite producing herds of 
cattle. This suggests the great impor- 
tance of keeping a careful record of 
the eggs produced, of measuring accu- 
rately the output of every lieu. This 
is good business for the business ben 
man.—Maine Farmer.

as to sever it at the point indicated by 
the X In tiie illustration.

A Saving That 1« Low. 


Isn't it possible to have too much 


economy? If we scrimp and pinch 
every bit of sweetness ontof life, what 
a heavy price we pay for economy!
